Recommendation ts Made By 


Commitice of Grand Jury 


Alleged That the Practice of 
Young Girls Meeting Men 


Appalling. : 


The movement for the protection of 


young girls in Atlanta was given no-! 


tice at the recent session of the grand 
jury, ang the committee on reforma- 
tories and juvenile courts yesterday of- 
fered a recommendation to caution pa- 
rents in keeping a stricter watch dur- 


ing night over their young daughters. 

The recommendation further stated 
that the practice of young girls in 
meeting men in obscure places was 
growing to an alarming extent, and 
resulting disasterously. 

Members of the committee, which 
presented the recommendation said yes- 
terday afternoon that within the past 
three years Atlanta has 
tend with an evil that threatens the 
fireside of every home of daughters 
who are not given the proper chaperon- 
age during night, and which is grow- 
ing to such an extent that unless im- 
mediate remedy is applied, the situa- 
tion will become so acute that 
will be beyond the range of civic re- 
form forces. 

The grand jury committee on re- 
formatories and juvenile courts. is 
composed of C. H. Girardeau, chairman, 
John C. Wyatt, E. H. Walker, W. A. 


Johnson ang L. A. Baker, all of whom! 
have made a thorough investigation’ 
into the matter they have referfed to. 


the jury. They each say the situation 
is appalling, and needs immediate at- 
tention from an organization such as 
the grand jury. 

“The committee urgently requests 
the grand jury,” read the recommen- 
dation, “to beg the parents of this city 
and county that the young girls—their 
daughters—be restrained from the de- 
moralizing practice of meeting young 
men at street corners, office buildings, 
lobbies, side streets, soft drink stands 
and the numerous moving picture 
shows, for this practice is growing to 
an alarming extent with fatal results 
to the home. Therefore, we would 
caution parents of young girls to be 
careful in allowing their young daugh.- 
ters to deave home on afternoons and 
evenings without proper chaperones.” 

Parents Are Cautioned. 

The matter, according to members 
of the committee, will be acted upon 
by the grand jury. 

Chairman C. H. Girardeau, of the 
reformatories and juvenile committee, 
yesterday said that three years ago this 
alarming condition did not exist among 
the younger girls of Atlanta, and 
that it has flourished in only the last 
year or s0, growing each month in 
proportion witn the city’s population. 

“The quickest and most effective 
remedy ’ said Mr. Girardeau, “is to 
reach the girls through their parents. 
Urge watchfulness on the part of moth- 
ers and fathers of the city, and the 
Situation can be controlled. Other- 


With other members of my committee 
I recently investigated this evil of il- 
licit meetings and appointments be- 
tween young men and girls of the city. 
I found it more appalling than I had 
imagined. We saw giris in_- short 
dresses and unmistakably in Weir early 
teens meet in dark places men who 
were fully 25 ang 30 years old. This 
was noticeable in side streets, cheap 
theaters and soft drink stands, where 
girls seem to congregate. 

“The majority of these girls were of 
the working class. Nearly all of them 
were handsomely dressed, and on the 
cooler days, they were bedecked in 
costly furs. Their meager wages, I 
am sure, did not afford these elaborate 
clothes. 

Do Not Do Their Duty. 

“These girls have parents, I know. 
But their parents do not do. their 
duty. They allow their daughters to 
go out at night either unchaperoned 
or without proper escort. When a 
young gifl in the formative — period 
meets these temptations, and has no 
check to restrain and show her the 
evil. it is only natural for her to go 
the course many unfortunate girls have 
gone, 

“The Key to the situation lies in the 
watchfulness of parents. That is what 
my committee advocated and will try 
to effect. This evil has got to be ex- 


terminated, ang we will try and do it, 


through that method.” ; 

The other members of the commit- 
tee expressed themselves as did Mr. 
Girardeau, corroborating his state- 
ment of the conditions prevalent among 
many young girls in the city, and giv- 
ing assurance of their co-operation in 
any movement that would protect them.

IN COTTON CONDITION 


Deterioration ‘Less Than Nor-' 
mal, According to Journal 
of Commerce. 


New York, November 1.—(Special.)— 
According to 1,658 mail advices of the 
special correspondents of The Journa! 
of Commerce and Commercia] Bulletin, 
bearing an average date of October 23, 
condition of cotton has fallen off 1.5 
points from a condition of 70.8 a month 
ago. This is less than a normal de- 
cline, the average being 3 or 4 points 
with the exception of 1904, when it 
gained 14 points, ang last vear. when 
no changein condition occurred. 

Deterioration in Louisiana was most 
severe, where 6 points were lost. The 
other states showed moderate losses, 
except Tennessee and Missouri, which 
gained 4.2 points and 6.5 points, re- 
spectively. , 

September, 1910. condition was 65.7, 
after which, up to October 22%, no de- 
terioration took place, making per- 
centage condition 65.7 on that date. 
This year, with a corresponding Sep- 
tember condition of 70.8, and a decline 
of 1.5 points, present condition would 
be 69.3, or 3.6 points better than last 
vear at this time..

Lake City, Fla., November 1.—Charg- 
ed with participating in the lynching 
of six negroes here on May 21 last, the 
Columbia county grand jury today in- 
dicted Samuel Ward and John Atkin- 
son, residents of Tallahassee, for mur-

A reward of $5,000 had been offered 
by the state for the apprehension of the 
persons who took part in this crime. , 

The negroes who were lynched had 
been arrested in Leon county, the 
county seat of which is Tallahassee, | 
on suspicion of having been implicated | 
in the murder of Deputy Sheriff B. B. | 
Smith of that county several days be- | 
fore, 

On account of the feeling aroused. 
by the murder of Deputy Sheriff Smith, 
the negroes were removed to the Co-'| 
lumbia county jail at Lake City. Early | 
on the morning of May a mob, com- 
posed principally of men who had come 
from the state capitol, overpowered : 
the sheriff's son, who was in charge! 
of the jail in the absence of his fa- 
ther, who was in Jacksonville, and 
the six negroes were taken out and 
hanged. 

The Florida legislature was in ses- 
sion at the time and an act was pass- 
ed offering a reward of $5,000 for the 
arrest and conviction of the members 
of the mob.

New York, November 1.—The Pea- 
body education board will not be dis- 
solved nor the remaining funds distrib- 
uted for another year, at least. This 
was decided at a meeting of the board 
of trustees, held here today. At last 
year's meeting it was intimated that 
the present year might be the last in 
the board’s history. 

The Peabody fund of $3,000,000 was 
donated by George Peabody to pro- 
mote: education in the south. Samuel 
A. Green, secretary for the board, in a 
Statement made after meeting, al- 
luded to the action taken end to the 
our fund to just $1,000,000. 

“In 1897 we could have distributed 
the principal according to the orginal 
understanding and wishes of Mr. Pea- 
body,” he said. “We at that time de- 
cided that it was hardly advisable, in 
the best interests of the fund, to 4d aw 
on the principal, and so refrained from 
so doing. Last year we donated 
$1,000,000 to the establishment of the 
George Peabody College for Teachars 
at Nashville, enn., thvs diminishing 
our fund to just $1,500,000. 

“It is quiie likely—you m‘ght, say 
quite probable—that we will next vear 
decide to disband and then give away 
the whole fund. We wll then distrib- 
ute the money among eleven of the re- 
maining southern states. Tennessee 
has already received the “lion’s sha.e,’ 
and I doubt if any more will be al- 
lotted that state.”

New Orleans, La., November 1.——Po- 
liceman George A. Roussell and Joseph 
Lacoste were fatally shot and three 
citizens were beaten over the head 
this morning at the Algiers ferry land- 
ing in this city by an unknown negro, 
armed to the teeth, who ran amuck 
just as the ferry reached the opposite 
side of the Mississippi river.
